Take heed that you ao not force any Perſons by your Admonition to come 
unto the holy Communion, who arecunholy in their Converſation; and that they may 


eſcape your Excommunication, Venture to eat and Drink their own Damnation.

VII. Take heed that whilft you proceed to handling Perſcns about ſpiritual things, 
that you let your Proceedings be according to ſpiritual Rules contained in the Holy 
Scriptures, in which'there s no Diredtions to inflict outward Penalties upon Perſons 


for not performing of Spiritual Duties. 


VIII. T ake heed that you do not debaſe Religion in making Spiritual matters bow 


' and Truckle unto T emporal matters, for baſe ends ; and let not che Holy Sacrament 


be made a Qualification for keeping an Alehouſe, or for being Eledtors of Magiſtrates; 


it is enough that men be Free-holders in the Country, or free-men and of the Livery

Jones then told the Door, That if he were the Pcrſon, he would not needleſly

To which Doctor Pirfol4 Replying, Allowed that it was not a Legal Ci- 
tation, and that if the ſaid Foxes had nor then appeared, the Court would have 
ſworn their Officer, who if upon Oath he had ſaid he could not find the ſaid 
Jones, then they would have fet up a Yiis & wodis upon the Church door, or 
upon his own door, requiring him to appear in the: Eccleſiaſtical Court, but

Then the ſaid Foxes perceived that he was got into a Trap,by being fo ready

Courts have ſuch Power, or have ſo Legally Proceeded with him, and many 0- 
ther Perſons, firſt, becauſe the firſt ſtep of Proceeding, v/z. the Citation, was 
not in the Kings Name. | | 

Secondly, Becauſe Doftor Pinfold refuſed to ſhow the Kings Commiſſion 
when humbly deſired, and honeftly demanded in the place where he held his 
Court, which if the ſaid Door had been impowered according ro the former 
Statute, it had been very eaſy for him to have given {ome convincing Demon- 
ſtration thereof, and then the ſaid Fozes would have ſo declared the matter to 
others of his fellow Proteſtants, as might have prevented many People from 
finding fault with the {aid Court, and havecauled them to give the more Re- 
verence and ReſpeCt becaule of his Majeſties Authority according to Law. 

But it may be ſome will ſay, that the aforeſaid Statute of « Eaw. 6. 2, hath 
been Repealed. The ſaid Foxes doth grant that tobe true, but then let it be well 
conſidered by whom it was repealed, and that wasby Queen Mary, a {hee-Pos 
piſh Succeſſor, an Enemy to the Proteſtant Religion, and to Proteſtants of all 
{orts, who made a changein Eccleſiaſtical Courts, as well as in other Courts, 
Popiſh Perſons being made Judges, Officials, and Surrogates to, manage Rc- 
cleſiaſtical Aﬀairs, according to the Popiſh way, and then were the poor Pro- 
teſtants the Diſſenters ofthat time, and were handled accordingly, being Ci- 
ted to the Eccleſiaſtical Courts, and Excommunicated, and then delivered up 
to the Temporal Power for Impriſoament and death alſo, becauſe they were 
the Non-Conformilſts of that day, and did not in all things ſubmit themſelves 
to the Government as Eſtabliſhed by Law , though they had the holy Word 
and Law of Godon their ſides. This may teachall Perſons to take heed of in- 
fiſting too much ypon National Laws, in matters ofReligion,becaule they w 
are the Conformilts in one Kings Raign, may be the Non-Conformults in hi 
Succeſſors Raign; and they would not think it a ſufficieut Argument againſt 
them, that their Opinions and Practices are contrary tothe Government Efta« 
bliſhed by Law : But whether the men of Dottors-Commons may not belieye 
that a change of Religion Eſtabliſhed by Law, is not a ſufficient Argument to 
keep their places, and plead Conformity, ſhall be left for time to manifeſt. 

And now the ſaid Jozes will return ta the Repeal ofthe former Statute, 4u« 
no Primo Marie Seſſio Secunda chap. 2. A Repeal was made of the Statute of the 
firſt of Edw. 6. 2. calledan aCt for the EleCtion of Biſhops, which is the afore- 
cited Statute, 

But then it muſt be again conſidered, the Statute of Repeal of 1 Mary 2. was 
repealed by King Fames, lee Anno x Facobi Regis Chap. 25. in theſe very words. 
Indbe it {urther enacted bythe Authozity of this p2eſent parliament, t 
auAc made in the firlt year of the Reign ofQueenMary, Entituled, AnA&t for 
the Repeal of certain Statutes made in the time of King Edward the ſixth, ſhall 
ſfandRepealedand Uoid. 

So that now it is Evident that Queen Mares repealing Statute being repeal- 
ed and made void by King Fames, thoſe Statutes of King Edward the lixth are 
now in full force, they being left in the ſame Life and Strength as when they 
were fir{t made, unleſs it can be proved thata Repeal of them hath been made 
ſincethe Statute of 1 Facob , chap 25. 

And fo the faid Fozes will return to give a further Account of his own Caſe

And as touching the aforeſaid Preſentment, the ſaid Foxes doth verily believe 
that the Church-wardens did not doit as an Att of Envy or ill will to their 
Neighbours, for as muchas the names of the before mentianedPariſhoners were 
carried to Doors-Commons by ſome body elſe, and then the Church-Wardens 
were ſeat for to Dottors-Commons, and required to put them into a Preſent. 
ment, and the faidChurch-wardens did then.forbear to do ſo,and about a week 
after they did it, at the nporenany of ſome perſon at Dofors Commons. How 
ever the ſaid Foxes cannot but take notice, that the Church-wardens were ver 
ſparing of their words,in the Prefeatment, there is no harſhExpreſſions againht 
any of their Neighbours, neither have they made ita Poſitive charge, thereby 
demonſtrating they were men cautions of what they did in matters of Accu- 
ſation, but it ſeems any ſmall hintat things of an Accuſing nature, may ſerve 
as a Foundation of the Proceedings of that Courr. 

And the faid Foxes further faith, that if the aforefaidChurch-wardens had not 
conſented to make this Preſentment,they could not havebeen puniſhed by that 
Court : And ſceing the names were carried into Court by ſome other perſon 
they might have lefr him to beProſecutor who was ſo forward to turnInformer.

The ſaid Foxes further ſaith, he heard no more from DoRars Common: till the Twen=- 
tieth of December, and then the Dottor ofhis Pariſh, viz. St. Bartholomew Exchange did 
in very friendly manner acquaint the ſaid Fones, that an Excommunication againit him 
was come from Doftors Commons, and that the faid Door was ordered to publifh the 
(aid Excommunication next morning, being St. Thomas's day : unto which the faid 
Jones Reply'd, Thar the Eccleſiaſtical Court had proceeded Ittegally in ' going fo far 
2s an Excommunication, and demonſtrated the ſame in two Particulars , 'Firſt, that he 
the faid Jones had given a Plea in Law to thar Court againſt the aforeſaid Prefent-

Eaffer, The afore- 
faid Doctor reply*d, he was ſorry things were brought to ſuch a point , -but he could 
not avoid obeying the Order of Dofor:Commons,and ſo the next day being Dec.23.calted 
Sr, Thowas day,theExcommunication was publiſhed in theParifhChurch calledSr. Bartho- 
lomew-Excbange: and upon the Twenty third day of the ſame Month , ' the ſaid Zones 
went with a Witneſs with him to the Regiſters Office, and demanded a Copy of the 

Libel againſt him,but the ſaid ones could not have it though he. offcred payment for the 

ſaid Libel, And upon the Twenty Sixth of the fame Month, the faid eres took wit- 

neſs with him and demanded a Copy ofall the Proceedings of the Court, and parti- 

cularly a Copy of his Plea: the Clerk did promiſe a Copy of the proceedings of 'the 

Court, but could not let him have them at chat time, And upon the Thirtieth day of 
the ſame Month, the ſaid Foxes went and a witneſs with him for the aforeſaid Copy, but 

ir was not done , the ſaid ones then allowed the Clerk tillcthe next Monday, and the 

Clerk would not promiſe to have thoſe things copied by that time, pleadingir was Ho- 
ly-days, and that was the reaſon they were not done ; the ſaid fones replyed,,: Thar 
it was a ſtrange thing to him, they could not write their own proceedings upon a:Ho*; 
ly-day, as well as Excommniucate him ypon a Holy-day. The ſaid Zones waited till; 
Wedneſday the Third of Favwe77, and then went wirh his, friend: for the aforeſaid Copy, 
and then the Clerk ſaid , That he whom be had appointed to draw out the aforeſaid- 
Copy was out of the way , himſelf was going from the Office art that time, avd forthe 
ſajd Zones came,away without what he ſo much-endeavoured to, have, gaing-more tirges 
to. the Office than he was bound to do, 

Thus things. remained tillabqurt a fortnight before Hilary Term, and then the ſaid 
Zones went and made Athgavit, before > Charlcton.; the form of the ſaid Aﬀidavir 
18. 38 followeth, 7emes Fones.of Londen,Merchant-Taylor, depoſeth.upon Oath, That 
he was Cited into the Eccleſiaſtical Cours, before Dottor Pixfold, and made his-appea- 
rance, and finge {0 DEen.0þ jk 5g hor: and there demanded a Copy of his 
Libel, but could/ngr obtainit, thqugh be. offered paymens-for the ſame. lt

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And after this, upon the 23d. of Jan, 1682, being the 1/t. day of the Term,the ſaid Jones with a few others 
moved the Honourable Judges of the Kings Court of Common Pleas, for Probibitious , upon the nor obtaining 
Copies of their Libels, when demanded, and payment offered for the ſame ; the particular Afrdavits of thar 
matter being read in Court, and moved by ſeveral Serjeants at Law, the Judges were pleaſed to grant Pro- 
hibitzons with a Nift cauſa, viz. if Dr, Pinfold could not ſlew cauſe againit them ; and a Rule of Court was 
ſerved upon Dr.Pinfold, to appear before the Judges of the Common Pleas,on Friday the 26th. of the ſame Month: 
but the ſaid Foes thought ir expedient to move the Honourable Judyes of the King's Bench for a Prohibition, 
and therefore made Aftdavit of not obtaining a Copy of his Libel, beſore the A rage Dolben ; 
and it was read before the Judges of the Kings Bench, upon the 25th. of the ſame Month ; and that Honou- 
rable Bench was pleaſed to grant a Prohibition for the ſaid Jones ; but the next day, being the 26th. ot Jan. 
D. Pinfold engaged Sir George Jefferies, who is well known to be a Lawyer that will ftoutly defend and-main- 
tain the Caufe he is engaged in, either for the King, or any of his own Clients, againſt the Plaintiffor De- 
tendant on the other fide, and in this Caſe there was no want of words by Sir George to overthrow the Pro- 
hibitions, both at. Kings Bench and Common Pleas ; but the ſaid Fones doth take it a little unkindly that Sir 
George Jefferies ſhould with ſuch ſharpneſs of ſpirit refle& upon him before the Honourable Judges, as if he 
had ſurreptitiouſly obtained the Grant of a Prohibition, and highly blamed the ſaid Jones tor moving in two 
of His Maſeſties Courts for the ſaid Prohibition ; but if the aid Fones had been then in Court, he would have 
ventured by humble defire to the honourable Judges, to make a modeſt and honeſt reply to that Gentleman, 
without being ſo ſharp upon him ; and therein have ſhewed, that the obtaining that Grant of a Prohibition 
could uot fairly be counted ſurreptitious, becauſe the honourable Judges granted it upon the Affidavit of the 
ſaid Fores then read in Court, the truth of which Affidavit the ſaid Fones would have ſworn before all the 
Judges of England, viz, That he had been at the-Regiſters Office, and demanded a Copy of his Libel, and 
could not obtain it, though he offered payment for the ſame; and in this very Caſe the Law hath provided 
a Prohibition for the relief of the Kings Subjefts, who are too often vexed by the Eccleſiaſtical Courts, See 
the Statute of the 2 xenry V. chap. 3. The Words are theſe ; 


Item, Fo2aſmuch as divers of the Kings licge people, be daily Cited to appear in the Spirt- 
tual Court, befoze Spiritual Judges, there to Anſwer to divers perſons, as well of things 
which touch Free-hold, Debts, Treſpaſs, Covenants, and other things whereof cogniſance 
pertaineth to the Courts of our Lozd the King, as of Watrimony and Teſtament, and when 
ſuch perſons ſo-Cited appear and demand a Libel of that which againſt them is ſurmiſed to 
be informed t6 give their anſwer thereunto,-o2 otherwiſe to purchaſe a Wit of our Lozd the

the Libelis gr antable by theLaw, that it may be granted and delivered to the party without 
any difficulty. From which good Statute, let theſe things be conſidered,

them in the Spiritual Court, be ſuch things whereof Cogniſance pertainerh to the Court of our Lord the 
King ; beſides thoſe of Freehold, Debt, Treſpaſs or Covenants, that they may have for theic relief a Pra- 
hibition. 

Now the faid Jones humbly conceives that the Matters ſurmiſed againft him in the Spiritual Conrts, are 
ſuch things whetcol' Cogniſance pertaineth to the \Court of our Lord the wing, Viz. an uncertain Informa- 
tion of the Churchwardens, ſaying in their Preſentment, They could not of their own knowledge prove 
who of ths Pariſhioners have, and whohave not been at Church, and that they did not remember to have 
ſeen the ſaid Jones at Church for ſome time paſt, or to have received the Sacrament for three Months paſt : 
And beſides theſe things ſurmiſed, when they were in the Eccleſiaftical Court, a Copy of a Libel concerning 
them, could not be obtained when demanded, upon which the ſaid Foxes moved for a Prohibition ; but Sir 
Geof ge Jefferies, in managing the Cauſe for D. Pinfold.did plead there was no Libel in that Caſe, and there- 


fore the Ecclefiaſtical Court could not grant it when demanded, and that D. Pinfold had proceeded by the Pre- 


ſentment of the Churchwardens. The ſaid Jones doth not blame Sir George for making this Plea for the Do- 
Qor; but the queſtion is, Whether D. Pinfol4 ought not to have a Libel in the Caſe, as well as a Preſentment ? 
the Statute mentioning a Libel of rhinzs ſurmiſed againſt the Kings Liege People ; however the Kings Sub. 
jefs have good cauſe to eſteem the Proceedings of the Kings Courts of Juſtice, where there is not only Pre- 
ſentments, but aſterwards Indi&tments, and time allowed te the Kings Subjects to defend tbemlelves,and the 
Accuſers brought to the face of the Accuſed, and upon not pr_s 0-9-1975 proof of matrers of Fact, the 
Kings accuſed Subjets are by the Judges am! the Law difcharged; but the ſaid Jones and a multitude of his fel- 
low Proteſtants have not had ſuch fair dealings in D. Pinfold's Court, and therefore the ſaid Jones hath cauſe 
to ſay, From ſuch Courts, and ſuch Proceedings Good Lord deliver us. And whereas the ſaid Jones is informed that 
Sir George did refle upon him for moving in the Kings Court of Common Pleas, before he came to move in the 
Kings Bench for a Prohibition, as being willing to have two ſtrings to his Bow : the ſaid Jones doth humbly de-

zens of London,and to carry them to Priſon for not obeying his Admonitions, and thereby ſeparate Hugbatids 
from Wives, Parents from Children, Maſters from Servants, beſides hindring many Perſons from managing 
their honeſt and lawfu) Trades and Callings, to the damage of many good Families , the'whole of which pu- 
niſhment the ſaid Jones doth hope he ſhall bear with patience, as the Providence of God fhall ſufter it to 
come upon him, being well ſatisfied that Loyalty and Chriſtianity will keep him company, when in a Jayl 
for Non-Contormity. wes 

And now the ſaid Jones doth think it may be of ſome advantage to his fellow-Proteſtants, that they be 
acquainted with the { veral ways allowedand praftiſed by Dr: Pinfold, for obtainingan Abſolytion, and {0 be 
diſcharged from the Writ Excommnnicato capiendo, after it is out againſt, and fervedupon them, * 

I. Such Perſons may be abſolvedand diſcharged from the ſaid Writ if they will pay all the Charges of the 
Court, which is ſometimes Ordinary , and ſometimes Extraordinary ; the Ordinary Charges 13 about forty 
ſhillings, but according as matters have been managed between the Proſecuted Party and the ſaid DoCtor, 
the Charges by the Doctors Bill may amount to five orfix Pounds, or more, And beſides the payment of fuch 
Charges, the Party muſt depoſit Ten Pound, or other ſuch Sum as the Doctor: will, impoſe, and ſubſcribe that 
the ſaid Sum of Money ſhall be forfeited and diſpoſed of as the ſaid Daftor ſhallthink meet, v7.

Now ſuch as think todeliver themſelyes this way, had beſt in the firſt place, get a true Underſtanding of 
the Eccleſiaſtical Laws, what theyare, and what are the lawful. Commands of the Ordinary , leſt they 
ſhould ſwear to ſuch things as may be againlt- their. Conſciences, and ſo be under a force either to fin by 
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keeping the Oath, or elſe to ſin by breaking the Oath, which if the latter, they muft expeA to hear of 
it from D. Pinfecld with both their Egrs.

And beſides all this, there are other ways for deliverance by the Common and Statute Law, before the 
Kings Judges, according as the Caſe may be allowable by Law; and ſome are not without hopes of re- 
hef this way, with the expence of Money. 

And- as the ſaid Fones is not willing to be impoſed upon by others, ſo he will not impoſe upon others, 
but will freely and friendly leave all his fellow-Proteftants to take that way,and uſe that means for their 
help, as is molt agreeable to their Circumſtances, aad ſatisfatory to their own-Minds, in the keeping of 
a good Conſcience, humbly agpar., by may be ſerionſly conſidered, that it is better to be punithed in their 
Purſes, than ia their Spirits; and be dammaged in their Coffers, rather than in their Conſciences : and 
let it alſo be conſidered, Whether theſe and other diſtreſſing Proceedings be not ſome Canſe of ſtopping the Silver 
Streams in the Golden Street of this Great and Loyal City of London.
